Mol \neux trial still fresh In the public 
memory and the Louis Disbrow mur- 
der trial now on, still another notable 
murder case, and one of absorbing in- 
terest to crtmlnolOBlsts, will come up 
for trial next week. This is the case 
of William Hooper Young, a grandson 
of Brigham Young, who was indict- 
ed in October last for the murder of 
Mrs. 
Anna Nelson Pulitzer, a woman 


whom he had lured to his rooms in 
West Fifty-Eighth street. 


The crime was one of the most 


brutal the police have been called upon 
to deal with since the Quldenauppe 
murder. 
For some time prior to his 


alleged commission 
of 
the 
crime 


Young had been occupying a room 
in the luxurious apartments of his 
father, John W. Young, a promoter 
and capitalist of wealth and high 
financial position, who waa at the time 
absent in Europe on business. 
The 


son had the reputation of being a 
ne'er-do-well, drifting from one occu- 
pation to another and living at various 
times in Utah, the State of Washing- 
ton and \arious other parts of 
the 


country. 
E\idence collected by the 


police, strengthened by the confession 
alleged to ha\e been made by Young 
after his arrest, goes to show that the 
young man took the woman, with 
whom he had had some previous ac- 
quaintance, to his rooms on the night 
of the murder and there drugged h=>r 
and then proceeded to cut up the body 
in the most diabolical manner 
The 


remains were then taken in a trunk 
across the North Ri\er, where they 
were thrown into the shallow waters 
of a canal. The body was found the 
next day weighted down with a hitch- 
ing weight. The first clue to the iden- 
tity of the murderer was furnished by 
a Jersey liveryman who identified a 
photograph of Young as the man to 
whom he had hired a rig the day be-

Now that 
the actual construction of federal ir- 
rigation works is soon to begin, it 
bchoo\es the true friends and support- 
ers of the national irrigation movement 
to be e-% er on the alert in order that the 
real purposes of that act may be car- 
ried out, so that the benefits that will 
result therefrom shall accrue to the peo- 
ple and home-builders, and not 
to 


scheming land monopolists. 
The se- 


curing of an act by congress did not 
complete the work of the national Ir- 
rlgationists 
There is much work yet 


to be done, and this \vork can best be 
accomplished by maintaining an organ- 
ization such as the National Irrigation 
| Association, which will continue to 
uphold and disseminate a sound pub- 
lic sentiment in regard to every phase 
of the irrigation problem, both In the 
east and west, and ever be watchful 
to prevent Its perversion Into wrong 
channels and for selfish purposes. The 
Pacific Rural Press, which has ever 
been a consistent advocate of federal 
irrigation works, la evidently one of 
the Journals of the west which realise* 
that the work of the friends of nation- 
al irrigation Is not yet completed. In 
a recent issue that paper sounds the 
following timely words of warning and 
points to the Importance of having the 
work about to be Inaugurated placed 
into the hands and under the direction

clothes and valuable. 
For

three days the New York police scour- 
ed the city in search of the young 
man. Before the end of the week he 
had been captured in Connecticut in 
the disguise of a tramp. It la alleged 
that he made a full confession to the 
police, but implicated another person 
in the actual murder. The authorities 
however, refused to credit the story 
of an accomplice as all the evidence 
tended to show that Young alone com- 
mitted the crime and hid the body. 


The relatives of the accused, who 


are leaders In the Mormon church, will 
bring to his defense all that 
their 


wealth and influence can command. 
The finding in Young's room of writ- 
Ings and Biblical quotations on "blood 
atonement" ha\e suggested that the 
victim was sacrificed by a religious 
fanatic, and this has stirred the Mor- 
mon church to angry protests and bit- 
ter denials 
The church authorities, 


in fact, assert that they are not at all 
interested in the defense of the young 
man and that despite his descent from 
the great Mormon leader he was not 
one of their number, having renounced 
the faith of his fathers a number of 
years ago. 


John W. Young, father of the ac- 


cused, is expected to be present at the 
trial. 
Eminent counsel has been en- 


gaged to conduct the defense. 
The 


police consider their case so complete 
that they expect a plea of insanity to 
be entered. 
It is known that Young 


for many years has been a victim of 
the use of morphine, cocaine and other 
drug*.

The Carson Appeal of yesterday can 


be credited with the following: 


Yesterday W. S. Beard, Ai 


of Washoe county, paid this city a 
visit. 
During the visit he and the 


Appeal man met and a general con- 
versation relative to the late action 
of the State Board of Assessors fol- 
lowed. 


Mr. Beard believed that the Appeal 


was a little severe in Us judgment 
of the work performed, and consider- 
ably biased in its report. He stated: 
"For 
the first time In ithe history 


of the Southern Pacific, it is endeavor- 
orlng to better conditions in this State. 
Not only is It giving the people better 
rates, but it Is making provisions for 
stop-over tourist tickets, that the poor 
man who is looking for land may have 
a chance to visit this State and see 
what it offers In the way of lands and 
inducements for homes and business. 


"The 
road is doing this, not alone 


to help Nevada, but to help Itself, as 
it is traffic and freights that are need- 
ed. Another thing under the new rule 
is the fact that anyone who has a 
grievance, Is now given a chance to 
have a hearing, and the officials of 
the Southern Pacific are doing every- 
thing In their power to make the road 
popular with the people who give 
them custom. As for the assessment, 
I believe It Is high enough for the 
present as the company has been at 
enormous expense In this State for 
the past 
two years 
repairing and 


building new roads and cut-offs. 
It 


is hardly fair to a corporation or in- 
dividual to raise the rate of taxation, 
when they are under extra expense, 
and I believe that under the circum- 


stances that the assessment is high 
enough. 


"As for the local road the V. * T., 


the assessment, I believe' to be suffi- 
ciently high. 
Until the past year, or 


up to the time that Tonopah made ex- 
tra travel and freights, the road was 
not on a paying basis. At present the 
road is paying handsomely, I believe, 
and should the same condition exist a 
year from now, I believe that a raise 
In valuation would be In order. 


"Of course the counties 
that are 


away from the main line naturally 
look for heavy assessments on rail- 
roads, as It lightens the burden for 
such counties. When the Southern 
Pacific finishes its repair work and is 
in a condition to stand a raise, ttien is 
the time to see that the road Is more 
heavily taxed, but for the present the 
rate Is sufficient." 


When asked if he did not think the 


V. & T. being taxed at JgOOO a mile 
that the S. P. should be taxed $20,000 
a mile, as the volume of business was 
a hundred times heavier, he stated 
that he believed that both roads were 
paying a sufficient taxation under the 
xlsting circumstances. 
The Washoe 


bounty Assessor stated that If the As- 
sessors will see that the taxes are 
collected as arranged by the late meet- 
ng of the Board, that the State rate 
can be further reduced and the taxa- 
:lon in many counties that are going 
ahead will also be lowered. 
In his 


ounty he believes that the next as- 
sessment roll will lead the State. It 
••as only a short way behind Elko 
•ounty last fall, and from the new 
property that is coming in, he is satis- 
fied that Washoe will be the heaviest 
axpayer in the State.

STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


T 


HE Board of Assessors met and adjourned, with but 


little if anything to indicate the result of its de- 


liberations*. Taken altogether the law creating the law has 
proved a failure and .should be repealed. It should how- 
ever be substituted by an art creating a State Board of 
"Equalization, composed of the Governor, Controller, and 
either the St.ite Treasurer or the Attorney General. This 
"Board should be invested -with such absolute power as is 
on)y made conditional 01 discretionary in the act creating 
the Board of Assessors.

ed in their official acts by motives, which if not personally 
selfish in the mattc-i of political support, are at least not 
broad enough to extend beyond the limit of their own 
county boundaries 
All property of a general character 


the value of which does not depend upon locality or lo- 
•cal conditions, should be passed upon by a body not con- 
trolled or Influenced by suth conditions, and which would 
see that such property as comes under the general class 
is assessed at ,i unifoun valuation. We know of no way 
to iiceompliah this ex< ept by a State Board. The defunct 
State Board law eontamed some good features, but it was 
too limited in its range, and restrictive in the power con- 
ferred. What Is needed is a law which will enable the 
Board to net decisively and finally upon all matters that 
may come before it. under the provisions of the law, 
which should embiace everything which will tend to the 
inauguration of a system of uniform taxation through- 
<nit of the State.

CATTLE FREEZING 


In the Canyon* of 
Colorado by th* 


' Thousand* 


Cattle are reported as starving and 


freezing by the thousands on the high 
ranges In Colorado. It Is stated that 
it Is not possible to get them out. It 
1* of course, Impossible to carry the 
feed to them. 
Apparently the cattle 


thus penned In are beyond human aid 
and mast slowly perish. The fault 1* 
with the cruelty and avarice of their 
owners, who left them there to take, 
their chances of living through the 
winter. Humane societies are protest- 
ing although probably no rescue Is 
now possible. 


The remarkable thing In this case, 


says the San Francisco Chronicle, Is 
that the suffering of 
these 
cattle 


should have atracted attention or call- 
ed forth 
a protest 
from anybody. 


There Is nothing new about it. These 
things occur every winter, growing 
less frequent only as the greater value 
of the cattle makes owners more at- 
tentive to saving them. 
Ever 
since 


the cattle industry has been pursued 
on the plains the cattle have been left 
all winter to "rustle" for themselves. 
To "rustle" means to paw the snow 
away and get the grass. 
When the 


grass is long and the snow is light and 
the cattle hardy, a majority will pull 
through and be alive In the spring. 
When conditions are very bad a. great 
number will die. What ever are left 
in the spring make the net holdings 
of the owners for the year. Under the 
most favorable circumstances, they are 
little better than "cattle frames" when 
the new grass starts. Cow's and calves 
kept in the valleys and fed. As over- 
stocking the ranges makes the grass 
very short by autumn, It may well hap- 
pen in many cases that the most act- 
ice rustling by the stock will yield 
them no fed. 
They paw away the 


snow and find only the bare ground. 
That appears to be the situation of 
the stock now- hemmed in In the Colo- 
rado mountains. 


The responsibility for this cruelty 


must rest with the owners of the land, 
who permit the .cruel practices to go 
on on their property. 
In this Colo- 


rado case these owners are probably 
the people of the United States.

At the annual banquet at the Colo* 


rado Scientific Society a gentleman, 
who Is known as a past master In the 
science of mining, made the paradoxi- 
cal remark that the low price of silver, 
now prevailing, was not without ad- 
vantages. 
A sustained conversation 


around a banquet table is not possible, 
and the full reasons why the low price 
of sliver was somewhat of a blessing 
In disguise was never learned. 
The 


practice of "whistling through 
the 


graveyard" shows a commendable spir- 
it of cheerfulness under adverse condi- 
tions, and the jovial silver miner re- 
ferred to certainly deserves to be rank- 
ed with the Immortal Mark Tapley. 
There is a great deal of credit in be- 
ing "jolly" just now. 


The remark, although made jesting- 


ly, has an element of truth and there 
are some very real lessons to be learn- 
ed from the present conditions in the 
silver market 


It has been well said that prosper- 


ity covers a multitude of sins. When 
profits are large, and regular, every- 
one is contented, control becomes lax, 
economics are not practiced and there 
Is a general desire to leave welt enough 
alone. Anyone who has gone through 
an old time bonanza mine will under- 
stand what we mean. In these money 
was squandered and from the records 
of the company, In most cases, facts 
can be obtained which would go to 


i show that the management was very 
inefficient. 
Yet big dividends were 


paid 
Other mines contemporaneous 


with these bonanzas showed excellent 
management and yet they did not pay. 
From these circumstances arose the 
saying attributed to a famous Nevada 
miner 
"I want a mine that needs no 


management." This, remark was un- 
fortunate and Is frequently used by 
unbusinesslike mine managers to jus- 
tify themselves. 


When times are hard more vigilance 


is usually exercised and all resources 
are husbanded in order to keep the 
business going. It Is only a few years 
since when nearly all the stiver mines 
of the West closed down when silver 
fell to 64 cents an ounce. A few years 
later they reopened and made profits 
at that price, and now things have 
come to such a pass that a well known 
Leadville operator remarked to the 
writer that he would like to see again 
the good old times when silver waa 
worth 60 cental The question Instant- 
ly arose in one's mind as to why the 
same ore which paid a profit in 1901 
with silver at 60 cents did not pay 
in 1896 at the same quotation. They 
have reorganized their methods. Intro- 
duced economics (which were thought 
niggardly five years before) and adapt- 
ed themselves to new conditions. 


No candid man, who knows anything 


of business affairs, can fall to see that 
many of our mines are not well man- 
aged. The steam plants are often In- 
efficient, extravagances are allowed in 
some directions and foolish parsimony 
prevails In others. Under the stress 
of 46 to 50 cents per ounce for silver 
more and more careful management 
must prevail and many useful lessons 
will be learned. 


When a higher order of management 


becomes general and the price of silver 
again advances to 60 cento, as all hops 
and most believe, then silver mining 
will be more prosperous than ever. 
Our Jovial friend, the stiver miner. In- 
troduced at the commencement of this 
note, would have elaborated this con- 
siderably aad given other reasons but 
other remarks made showed that he 
believed that careful and progressive 
management would do much for' the 
future prosperity of the silver mining 
Industry. 
Hence hie paradoxical re- 


mark.—Mining Reporter.
